The meeting was called to order at 2:30 p.m. 


2. Approval of Agenda 
77-12-1 It was moved and seconded (Armstrong/Haccoun) to approve the agenda 
as circulated. Vote: CARRIED 
3. Approval of Minutes 
77 -12-2 It was moved and seconded (Habib/Armstrong) to approve the minutes 
‘ of the meeting of November 2, 1979. Vote: CARRIED 
4, Chairman's Remarks 


a) Dr. Chaikelson said she had nothing to report from the last 
Senate meeting since most items had been tabled. 


b) The Chairman announced that she had held a meeting of the Appeal 
Committee, Academic Re-evaluation. The members recommended 
that Dr. Christopher Gray (Philosophy) serve as Chairman, and 
that he had accepted the position. 


c) Steering Committee, the Chairman said, had discussed the 
question of the time Council meetings were to start next 
year. She reported that given the change in the lecture 
schedule of Wednesday-Friday classes, it was thought it might 
be possible to start Council meetings at 1:30 p.m. The 
Chairman said she would return to this item under “other 
business". 


d) Dr. Chaikelson informed the members that she had been told by 
Audrey Williams, Research Officer that the deadline- for FCA 
submissions has been reached and that there had been many more 
applications from Arts and Science than had been submitted in 
previous years.

Curriculum Committee Report - Graduate Curriculum Changes 1980-81 
(ASC 79-12-02 and Addendum to ASC 79-12-D2) 
Dr. Adley asked to have the following changes made in the report: 


a) To add under TRES 509 - Special Subject Winter 1980-81: 
' Major Christian Writer - Karl Reher (3 credits) 


b) New course - TRES 519 - Special Subject for 1980-81 - 
Death and Dying (3 credits) 


(It was later found that this course was in fact the Special 
Subject 1980-81 for an existing course, TRES 513 and that it 
is a 6 credit course. The correction was made before the 
amended copy was sent to Senate). 


c) To amend the Special Subject - Fal] 1980-81 for TRES 532 to 
Modern Developments in Islam (3 credits). 


d) TRES 540 - to add - Special Subject Fall 1980-81: Authenticity: 
Kierkegaard, Nietzsche and Buber. . 


e) TRES 541 - to amend the title of the Special Subject Fall 1980-81 
to read: Contemporary Psychics and Religious Experience. , 
Dr. Adley said that since these changes had reached him just 
a few days before the meeting they had not been seen by the 
Curriculum Committee, but that he did not anticipate any 
problems. ; 


It was moved and seconded (Lightstone/Kornblatt) to approve. the report 


on Graduate Curriculum Changes 1980-81. 


The Chairman reminded members of Council of the motions that were 
passed last spring (78-11-19, 78-12-11) with regard to the change 
in the phrase "the following courses will be offered: "To the 
following courses may be offered": and where these courses are 
indicated with asterisks the phrase "Courses the department jis 
planning to offer." was approved rather than "will offer". It was 
agreed that these changes should be made in the document at hand. 


There were no changes made in the report on Applied Linguistics. 


It was moved and seconded (Kornblatt/Brian) to amend the report on 
Bilological Sciences to remove the phrase “control of DNA replication 
and transcription in bacteriophage T4" under "Cell Biology" (3); 

and to delete the sentence below "Microbiology" (5): "Coupling 

of DNA replication and transcription of late genes in bacteriophage 
T4 development”. Vote: CARRIED 
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Dr. Kornblatt explained that the changes were necessary because 
the person who was to have specialized in the area will not be 
coming to Concordia. 


The report for Chemistry was accepted as presented. 


It was moved and seconded (Sahni/Kornblatt) to amend the motion to 
refer the matter of the minimum number of credits required for the 
Ph.D. in Economics back to the Department to determine how the 
credits will re reduced. - Vote: - CARRIED 


Dr. Adley was asked to rewrite the changes in the requirements for 
the Master of Arts in Economics (paragraph 2, page 3), to confirm 
with the format in use, for the Research Paper (4) and the two 
seminars which are in part to replace the thesis. 


Submissions from the Departments of Education, English, Mathematics, 
Philosophy, Physics, Psychology, History; and Humanities were 
accepted as presented. 


Dr. Adley outlined the concerns of the members of the Curriculum 
Committee with regard to the Religion Department's decision to 
withdraw Religion 601 "Biblical Judaism" as an area for the 
Comprehensive Exam. 


No motions were proposed and the submission on Religion was accepted 
as presented. 


No changes were made in the report on Sociology. 


Some concern was expressed over the use of the phrase "media man“ 
in the submission for the Diploma in Communication Studies~ 

Dr. Adiey was asked to refer the matter to the Department with 
the suggestion that consideration be given to changing the phrase 
o “media person". 


Submissions for the Diplomas in Communication Studies, Community 
Politics and the Law, Instructional Technology, and Early Childhood 
Education were accepted as presented. 


Dr. Adley asked members of Council to remove COMS 571 (Film and 
Television Production) from the report, as outlined in the 
addendum to the report, and to correct the titles of COMS 574 
and 575 by changing the roman numerals from II to I. 


A request from Ms. Campbell to have the title of Library 516 (page 
30) changed to Library Studies I from Library Science I was accepted. 


No changes were made in the presentation for the Diploma in Sports 
Administration. 


No further changes were made in the presentation for the Diploma 
in Theological, Religious and Ethical Studies. 
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The question was called on the motion to approve the Curricul um 
Committee's Report on Graduate Curriculum Changes (ASC 79-12-D2) 
as amended, and was CARRIED. 


Proposal for an Institute for Cooperative Education (ASC-79-12-D1, 
and addemdum to ASC /9-12-Dl) 


It was moved and seconded (Wall/Trudel) to approve the Proposal 
for an Institute for Cooperative Education. 


Dr. Wall requested that the members of the Committee responsi ble 
for the report present at the meeting, but who are not members of 
Council, be given speaking privileges. It was so agreed. 


Dr. Wall gave a brief outline of the history of the proposal and 
the reationale for having developed the dossier. 


The Provost said that the document circulated to Council] members 
contained the essential information but was not the full report 
which was submitted to the Senate Committee. It, he noted, 
contained many appendices. 


Dr. Wall asked to have a change made in the third paragraph on 
page 22 (addendum to ASC-79-12 D1). The sentence "The Fellow's 
decision will be final" was changed to "The Fellow's decision may 
be appealed to the Executive Committee of the Institute.". Dr. Wall 
added that there was a statement in the document to the effect 
that the Chemistry Proposal was appended, but in fact what had 
been submitted was a request from the Chemistry Department for a 
feasibility study for such a proposal. 


Dr. Cohen reported that Father Breen, who had to leave for another 
meeting, had asked him to make an intervention on his behalf: 

he asked that a statement be added to the introduction of the 
document to the effect that such a venture is a natural outgrowth 
for an institution that has had a tradition of part-time studies 
and a mission regarding education of people already in the work 
force, insofar as the work-study program applies equally well 

to a young person coming through the education system, as well as 
to people already in the work force who might get a leave-of-absence 
to come to university. Dr. Wall willingly agreed to include the 
statement. : 


Asked why students were not given credit for the work term, similar 


‘to that given to students in the Undergraduate Scholars programme, 


Dr. Trudel answered that the work term was considered an "internship" 
in all cooperative programs. 


Dr. Widden and Mr. Cozens answered a number of questions concerning 
employer commitments in cooperative education training. The role 

and qualifications of the Coordinator of the Programme was discussed, 
as well as the impact on the curriculum of such a program on some 
departments who offer mostly six-credit courses, effect employer 
involvement in admission procedures, the role of the Cooperative 
Education Council of Canada, involvement of the private as well as 
the public sector. 
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The question was called on the motion to approve the Proposal 
for an Institute for Cooperative Education and was carried 


( unanimously.
